the New York Weekly Tribune. 
The 


senator emphatically declares that 
there is only one outstanding govern- 
ment obligation that is not redeemable 
in silver and that is the gold certifi- 
cate. Greenbacks are redeemable to_ 
cote, either gold or silver, as are also 
the treasury notes issued in payment 
of silver bullion. It is his opinion, 
and Secretary Carlisle agrees with him, 
that bonds cannot be issued at the 
present time to exchange for gold or 
any other kind of money, as there is 


' plenty Of Silver to redeem the groon- 
backs, the secretary is authorized to 
coin silver to redeem the treasury 
notes, and there is $100,000,000 in gold 
to the treasury to redeem outstanding 
gold certificates, 


The senator directs the attention of 


the administration to the fact tha~: 
there is no law authorizing the isst - 
ance of bonds for the sole purpose ol 
replanishing the gold reserve of $100,- 
000,000 which is kept to the treasury. 
The secretary is authorized to pay oul 
that gold for the rademption'of golc 
certificates, and he is authorized tc 
redeem all other government obliga- 
tions in silver. 


This shows how easily the secretary 


co .ild met't ail obligations and "hoU. 
to the use of gold and silver as money' 
as the Gaicago platform pledges him tr 
da, it the administration wasdispostd 
to use silver as money. There is mor 
than enough gold in the treasury ti 
reJeem all outstanding gold certii- 
cates arid silver enough if coined to re- 
deem all greenbacks and treasury 
notes that might be presented. Thi 
graat trouble is the determination o' 
the administration to ignore silver at 
money and men who want oifice mud 
more'than they do the rsmonetizatioi 
of silver, convey to the president thi 
Idea that he is doing just what the peo- 
ple want him to do.

Considerable 
excitement prevailed for a time, but 
things quieted down when it was stated 
the bank expected to pay in full. Some 
jf the depositors, however, refused to 
>e comforted, as a great many of them 
'rom 
out of town had no means to re- 


>lenish their exchequer at short notice. 


At a meeting of the national com- 


nission this afternoon the matter was 
wrought up by Commissioner Gammon 
of Oklahoma, who offered a resolution 
,-eciting the facts of the failure and 
taking the appointment of a committee 
>f six to investigate the matter and re- 
>ort as to the advisability of permit- 
ing the bank to resume business on 
the grounds. Several dissenting voices 
•,-ere heard to the effect that the com- 
nission had no right to investigate the 
i-fairs of the bank, but an equal num- 
jer were positive it had.

Five Men Very Narrowly Escape Being 


Drowned.

There are flftean men who board at 


Jie hotel at Laughton's springs, em- 
ployed in cleaning and repairing the 
Steamboat ditch. The aitch is on the 
wuth side of the Truckee and the men 
aave to cross the river going to and 
Jrom their work. A ferryboat which is 
ittached by pulleys to two cables was 
ased to take the men across the river, 
vlonday evening as five men were be- 
ing ferried across one of the cables 
parted and the boat capsized near the 
jniddle of the stream. The ferry-man 
ind two of the laborers clung to the 
jable and the other two laborers were 
jarried down the stream some distance 
and reached the Laughton springs 
shore compleily exhausted, but were 
rescued by Miss Jennings, the school 
eacher at the springs, and Miss Hobbe, 
the cook. The men who clung to the 
cable had ropes thrown to them from 
the shore and were pulled out of the 
•tfater. The river is about eighty yards 
tvideat Laughton's and quite rapid and 
the men narrowly escaped watery 
graves. The teacher and the cook de- 
serve prize medals and good husbands 
for their presence of mind and .bravery. 


TRAINING A HORSE. 


An Experienced Horseman Tells How to 


do It. 


A horse should never be deceived by 


word or action. When a rider or driver 
pulls the reins and says "whoa," he 
should mean it and stick to it. But to 
cry "whoa," jerk the reins and lash the 
horse at the same time, is confusing 
and means nothing. It is quite com- 
mon to say "whoa" when it is only 
intended to go slower or when the 
horse has not stirred a foot, to,let him 
known of your presence. One day, 
says the Kansas Farmer, when your lift 
may depend upon a "whoa," you wi'l 
find that your horse is not stopped by 
it because you have entirely played H 
out of him. Speak always in a natural 
tone of voice under all circumstances. 
Always let your horse face the object 
of his fear, and when frightened re- 
member the slower you move your 
horse the more power you have over 
him. 
There are times when letting a 


horse_ trot is always as bad as letting 
him run away. Fear is something a 
horseman should never exhibit in hie 
countenace or voice, as the horse is a 
close observer and soon learns to take 
take advantage of such indications to 
become careless of control, if not, in- 
deed aggressive. Let your lessons bt 
thorough but not very long. Be gentle 
and patient with the colt, but make the 
willful, stubborn horse feel the full ex- 
tent of your power till he submits. 


The way to educate" a horse not to be 


afraid of things is to get him used tt 
them by bringing him into frequent 
contact with them. If the horse if 
afraid of the report of firearms, jusi 
throw him down and fire off a pistol 
over him. Whenever he makes a motion 
to get up pull the strap that holds hia> 
down and fire off the pistol again. Thit 
can be repeated and a lesson should 
last thirty or forty minutes. The next 
day give him another lesson, and ii 
about three days the horse will paj 
no attention to the discharge of fire- 
arms. Another cause of trouble is 
restiveness, which comes -from bat 
handling and from a too eager disposi- 
tion. It tells of a nervousness or im- 
patience which developes easily into t 
multitude of vices, such as rearing, 
backing, bolting,^ balking, and evei 
viciousness in shoeing when badlj- 
handled. 
The restive horse can easil; 


be made an inveterate balker. It it 
difficult to cure when it becomes a con- 
firmed vice. 
Gentleness and patieni 


firmness of the trainer must cure anc 
prevent. Many an ambitious horse if 
ever ready to start, unless he has beei 
taught never to start unless the wora 
is given. It is easy to train the aver- 
age horse not to start unless the lines 
are drawn and the word given. Horses 
are less to blame than drivers for the 
habit of starting too soon.
